This year Coach Zilly plans to stress fundamentals to 
his young squad. Only six returning players will be seniors 
next year. 

“The spring practice will be used to stress the basics 
and to give each boy a home,” said Coach Zilly in an in- 
lerview last week. 

He added that what is meant by “giving each boy a 
home” is that the staff will assess their personnel and “try 
to let each boy know what position he will be playing. We 
will switch a boy from one position to another if we feel 
the boy is better equipped to play at a different position.”
